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MARQUESS CURZON 

I N THE PASSING OF THE 

Marquees Curzoo » politicel 
figure of outstanding brilliance and 
achievement has gone out of the 
i public life of Great Britain. It is 
nearly forty year* since he first 
look his scat in the House of Com¬ 
mons at Westminster and during 
that span of time he had risen from 
the^aak of .private member to posi¬ 
tions in the service of the State 
which entitled him to be called 
upon to accept the highest gift 
within the power of his countrymen 
to bestow. But at the time when 
he was within measureable dis¬ 
tance of the Premiership events in 
ike political taylm had decreed that 
government leadership should be di¬ 
rected from the ministerial benches 
in the popular forum and not from 
the icerlet upholstery in the House 
of Lords. To this more modem 
condition, which had widened the 
entrance for material from ' which 
Prime Ministers are selected, may 
well be ascribed the reason why he 
was not invited to undertake the role 
towards which his political steps for 
so long undoubtedly had been di¬ 
rected. On the other hand, there 
have been few British statesmep in 
modem times upon whom the Sov¬ 
ereign has bestowed such coveted 
marks of his favor. And. since 
ihete may be interpreted as popu¬ 
lar recognition of distinguished ser¬ 
vice. it may well be that the doting 
hours of a brilliant career presented 
an opportunity for pleasant if fleet¬ 
ing rettpapect. __ 

As Viceroy of lnd>*—one of the 
most difficult and at the tame time 
an* of the most important positions 
in the service of the country—the 
late Marquess Curzon combined a 
complete uatlerttaadmg of his ex¬ 
acting dulses with a measure of tact 
and dignity which earned him con* 
•picuous success. If his rule in that 
past of the Empire dearly typified 
his own conception of public ser¬ 
vice. it coo be said of him thot the 
strength of his administration drew 
no discriminating line between the 
<-»f of the native and the case of 
the ruling prince. Herein lay the 
secret of his success, succeu made 
the more certain by his recognition 
.of the native love of pageantry, 
which upon no occasion did he dis¬ 
courage. 

When the events of the last few 
years are recorded by the historian 
in their proper perspective, future 
generations pill he able to examine 
the actual influence which the late 
Marquess Curzon wiejded in one or 
two of the most important post war 
settlements. Commentators ol the 
time may or may not have under¬ 
stood the natural reserve of the man. 
an individuality which none the lew 
took him through years of con¬ 
spicuously brilliant attainment at 
Oxford and Cambridge, and some 
judgments of his comparatively 
short career as Foreign Secretary 
may eventually be proven hasty. In 
any ev^gt there is no diplomat living 
to-day who will attempt to discount 
the absolute sincerity of purpose 
which the late statesman brought to 
bear upon-aM those delicate contro- 
versiet m which he took so promin¬ 
ent a part. And if the Conference 
of Lausanne shoold be set' down as 
more of a victory for the Turk, a 
technical reversal of traditional | 
British policy under Curzon. those 
who recall the hesitancy which all 
the Allied governments displayed, 
while Turley reaped every possible 
advantage which that delay pre¬ 
tested. will ask themselves how the 
British Foreign Secretary could have 
done more than he did under the 
circumslancts Nothing has tran- 
tpirvd m the interim, indeed, which 
would appear to suggest that this 
aJJihtiail gesture of tolerance 
towards the Turk in Europe has 
beta a case of misplaced confidence 
—particularly in view of the fact 
that Germany and Russia already 
had been virtually admitted into de- 
cent society again. 

Although Marquess Curzon did 
net reach the Premiership, the life 
which has just cloved Was spent in 
successful service to country and 
Empire, and his death has robbed 
the Commonwealth of a most dis¬ 
tinguished figure. His boat of 
friends and critics will join in com¬ 
mon cause and take stock of his 


brilliant contribution to British pub¬ 
lic life and the impress which his 
striking personality and methods 
left upon the diplomatic world.

They were eon- 
vinced that the signs they had 
seen late Thursday evening por¬ 
tended death. The indications of 
his passing thep were so marked 
that they did not conceal their opin¬ 
ion from the puhllc. and announced 
In their bulletin that the patient', 
condition was extremely grave. 

The Marquee* collapsed on March 
5 at Cambridge, while dressing to at¬ 
tend a public dinner. It was aald at 
the- tint* that he had autfered from 
a hemorrhage All his immediate en¬

(George Nathaniel Curaon) from the 
cradle tn the tomb exemplified to per¬ 


fection in every' detail the type of 
personality known In Europe for cen¬ 
turies ae the ruling aristocrat. He 
was bred for public life end followed 
the career of politics and government 
with such success that he held al¬ 
most every great office under the 
Crown except the highest of ail—the 
post of Prime Minister. Ironically 
enough, it was the honors he accu¬ 
mulated while working his way to¬ 
ward the Premiership which, more 
than anything else, militated against 
hV* ambition for the post and. when 
It seemed almost surely his. kept It 
from him. Had he been bora thirty 
years earlier he undoubtedly would 
have become Prime Minister. When 
he came to the threshold of that of¬ 
fice, in 1*81, the day of lords occupy¬ 
ing No. 10 Downing Street hsd set. 
Prime Ministers no longer were nom¬ 
inated from the aristocracy, but from 
the Commonr.
